The  Committee,  desiring  to  co-operate  with  the  Public  Day  Schools, 
with  a  view  to  a  closer  union  of  the  Schools  and  the  Public  Libraries  in 
the  Borough,  have  granted  special  borrowing  privileges  to  all  teachers 
engaged  in  the  day  schools  in  the  Metropolitan  Borough  of  Finsbury. 

And  have  determined  to  allow  teachers  engaged  in  the  district  to 
borrow  books  on  their  own  responsibility,  to  grant  an  additional  ticket  to 
be  called  an  Educational  ticket,  and  to  permit  teachers  to  endorse 
applications  from  suitable  scholars. 

The  Committee  have  under  consideration  a  scheme  for  improving  the 
stock  in  the  non-fictional  section  of  the  Juvenile  Library,  which  it  is 
hoped  will  enable  scholars  to  make  a  more  extended  use  of  the  Libraries 
and  induce  many  to  continue  educational  reading  after  they  have  left  the 
schools. 

Teachers  are  requested  to  encourage  the  habit  of  systematic  reading, 
and  to  explain  the  advantages  to  their  pupils  of  becoming  regular 
borrowers  from  the  library.
